HE IS IN PETERSBURG JAIL

Declares Innoccncc of Death o

Young Wife, Kililcd by
Poison.

Petersburg, Va., June 17.
JunlUB A. Wllllamson, who' I:

thnrged with the rnurder of hls young
wlfe, Mra. Parmellrt Wllllamson, ln thls
city last week by poison, Is safe Ir
the ctistody of the pollce, having beer
brought back this mornlng from Tar-
boro. N. C, where iie was arrested yes¬
terday by Chlef Ragland. He came
Wlth tlie Chlef very wllllngly, Baylnj-/
lhat lie had expected fo be arrested
and lhat he \vnn anxlous to face thf
cii.uge ugulnst hlm, nnd liavo tho trou¬
ble ended. When Wlllliimtion went
inviiy he left a note, saylng that II
nny trouble nrose about hls wlfe lic-
could be found in Tarboro. He de-
nl'*.-! tlie crim« Imputed to hlm, and
«">'» he know* nothlng whatever ol
ihe caUHo of hlH Wlfe's death. Tlie
case wlll come up for hearlng In the
Pollce Court at nn enrly day, when, i(
6xamlnatlon ls not wnlved; nll the
facts bearlng on the death of the
young woman will be revealed.
The nssertlon that rms "been made

that Wllllamsoh has a wife llvlng In
Texas, where he renlded several years
ago, is belng ollUlally Investlgnted,
and the questlon will soon be settlnd
definltely. In part cbrrdbo'ratlon of
thls assertlon Ib a letter ln Chlof Rns-
land's possesslon, wrltten in 1306, from
a town in TeXBS, maklng Inqulrv about
one George It. Wllllamsoh, who hnd
marrled a young woman of good fam¬
lly there, hnd been gullty of sorne

shady transactlons wlth her relatlves,
and hnd flnaily left for Virginia for
tlie purpose, as he stated. of wlndlnR
up hls father's e.«tate. He bought n

ticket to Rlchmond, where, he sald,
bo had an aunt llvlng.Mrs. Tlbbs, on

Huchanan Street. Some time after hls
departure from Texas, letters were re¬

celved there, one announclng the sick-
m-B.i of Wllllamson. and another hls
deoth. The writer of thls letter glves
a description of George R. Wtlilam-
«(,n. whlch tallies exactly with Wll-
llam.ion now under arrest here.
Sudd'-n Chiinge ln Wllllnriuion'* Con¬

dltlon.
Williamson was nll rlght mentally

wh«n he reached Petersbursr this
mornlng. nnd when suhnequently he
had an Intorvlew wlth Chlef Rag¬
land. He spoke klndly and atTectlon-
ately of hls der-r-aped wife. and sald he
bad never had a cross word with her.
Chlef P.ascland oiiestloned him as to

hls life ln. Texas nnd ns to his re-

ported marrlage th<*re. The dctnlis
..f the lnterview nre not made publlc.
but subseqiiently when the prlsoner
was vlslted in his cell he had appar¬
ently undergone a marked mental
change. Iie appenred'to be. or felgn-
ed to be. insan-. Hls eyes were wlld,
his actions were unnatural, he refused
to talk and could not or would not

recogrhae Chlef Rngland, or any one

e'tso. Whether the nudden insanity is

fejgne'd or real -wlll be Bettled later,
but in tlie meaniime a pliysiclan was

ln this city some months ago, and af-
terwards it wns found that he hac
nnother wife living. in the South. Hc
wns arrested in North Carollna anc

brought here> to answer the bigamlsi
charge and was admlttod to ball ir
the sum of $500. When the case was
called term before last he falled tc
appear, and it was found that his non-
appearanco was due to his Imprlson¬
ment in Jall ln Greensboro on a llke
charge there. He 6ecurojJ ball, which
it is'.now stated, he has-jumped. It ls
probable he wlll never come to Pe¬
tersburg to answer the lndlctmenl
here.
